ceptacle. When the workmen have thus all' 
gone in, and cpiiscn.uently registered them- .. 
selves as being on time, the .brass checks are 
akcnoutof the box into which; they fail, iis 
ettcrs at a post office do; they are then care- 
fully examined, a clerk .-standing by to -mark 
011 the pages of a huge time-book the numbers, 
marked on the several checks; if any number 
s found absent, the clerk knows that the 
man it belongs to is not inside; and the ab- 
-entee's time and pay do not begin, till thai ' 
vanted clicck makes its appearance-within 
thebox.

along in a line aud under a common .roof, into . 
tny shape they like.. Some make axes; some 
scythes, some table cutlery, some pocket- • 
cnives-%«nvie-knives, and swords.

mail, however, works, alone, nor does any lit-, 
tie set of three or four complete the manu- 
racturs of anyone-article. Each.thing.made - 
has to go. through a .variety of operations and 
a multitude of hands. One of the overseers 
tells lis that he has only a single operative, 
who can make awhole pen-kniie—that is. tlie 
blades—and that lie is the superintendent of 
that department. So with all the other kinds 
of work. Much of the labor is performed, 
however, outside of the sliops, and even out- 
side of the town itself; for you may-go up or 
down any one of the Sheffield^ rivers, and you 
will see little forges rangingalong for miles in 
all directions, wlieje the different operations 
are performed hy the piece by the little men 
livingalong their banks; and in this way 
the town has come to spread , itself out like- . 
the spokes of a wheel, as every rive* and each 
road upon its banks meets all the others at a 
common hub or center.

In this room, for 
instance, they show us a set of a dozen ladies' 
scissors, stitched to a sale card in the usual 
way, each scissor in itself perfect; and 
yet the card that holds them all is not larger 
than a three cent piece of our own silver coin.
